$.">() 00 and court costs. 

This road law must be enforced 
and postively will be done by law. i 
not as a matter of choice, but as a 
matter of duty and right 

I am here to cooperate with you 
and the county officials in the road 
work and I am willing at all times to 
give any assistance I can. I am out 
in the various .MaKesterial Districts 
in the county every day aiul should 
> uu call at niy ollice and fail to tind 
nie there — just come hack — I will be 
there some tiine^ 1 spend practically 
all of my time on the roads.
